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Selectmen's  Report 


The  new  town  building  for  housing  highway  equip- 
ment is  finished  except  for  the  electrical  work  which 
will  be  installed  in  the  near  future.  We  regret  that  this 
project  was  not  completed  sooner  because  of  delay  in  de- 
livery of  steel  and  doors. 

It  is  planned  to  re-roof,  repair  and  paint  the  old 
shed  at  the  back  of  the  old  Town  House  to  make  it  suit- 
able and  useful  for  storage  of  snow  fence,  salt  and  other 
materials. 

Much  cleaning  has  been  done  by  two  of  the  town's 
youth  organizations  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Kellogg 
Hall  building  and  the  heating  units  for  that  area  have 
been  repaired.  The  Granby  Drum  Corps  and  Scouts  are 
using  the  room.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  selectmen  that  this 
room  be  in  suitable  condition  for  the  use  of  other  small 
gatherings. 

There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  difficulty  with  and 
expense  for  the  boiler  at  Kellogg  Hall  as  a  result  of  wa- 
ter in  the  basement  during  the  flood.  The  boiler  has 
long  since  outlived  practical  usefulness  and  because  of 
recommendations  of  heating  engineers,  the  Finance  Board 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  feel  that  a  new  boiler  is  nec- 
esary.  Storm  windows  have  been  put  onto  the  Legion 
Room  and  should  help  out  on  the  problem  of  heating  ex- 
pense. 

The  Selectmen  feel  that  Kellogg  Hall  needs  painting 
and  the  Finance  Board  recommends  that  it  be  done 
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this  year.  With  these  major  improvements  in  mind,  the 
appropriation  request  for  Public  Buildings  is  stepped  up 
this  year. 

Due  to  weather  conditions  of  last  winter,  our  hard 
surfaced  roads  required  much  more  money  spent  on  them 
than  usual.  This  restricted  the  amount  of  new  work 
that  had  been  planned  for  Morgan  and  Gridley  Streets 
The  Chapter  90  contract  has  been  approved  for  the 
bridge  on  Morgan  Street  and  construction  has  been  go- 
ing on  as  planned  on  Chicopee  and  School  Streets.  This 
project  will  be  continued  during  1956. 

The  Board  realizes,  as  everyone  else  must,  that  all  of 
our  roads  took  a  bad  beating  from  the  flood.  We  appre- 
ciate the  patience  and  coperation  of  the  townspeople  in 
dealing  with  these  conditions.  The  Board,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  approval  of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works,  are  gradually  getting  the  roads  into  satisfactory 
condition  again.  The  installations  of  the  culverts  on 
Pleasant  and  East  Streets  have  been  approved  by  the 
Flood  Relief  Board  and  will  be  placed  as  soon  as  possible. 
The  contracts  for  the  bridges  on  Gridley  and  Porter 
Streets,  for  wihch  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works 
assumed  responsibility,  have  been  awarded.  Informa- 
tion is  at  hand  that  work  will  be  started  on  these  proj- 
ects shortly.  Because  of  last  year's  floods,  larger  cul- 
verts have  been  installed  on  Batchelor  and  Chicopee 
Streets.  Likewise,  those  to  be  installed  on  Pleasant  and 
East  Streets  will  be  larger,  also. 

The  Selectmen  have  been  pleased  with  the  results 
of  having  a  rented  grader  for  use  on  the  highways  this 
year  and  find  that  this  piece  of  equipment  has  operated 
very  efficiently  and  economically.  Recommendation  that 
the  town  purchase  a  grader  is  being  made, 
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The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  Civil  Defense  or- 
ganization for  the  help  that  was  rendered  to  the  town 
during  the  emergency  of  August  19th.  We  thank  the 
Numbering  Committee  for  its  most  successful  operation, 
the  Vault  Committee  for  its  efforts  and  other  regular 
boards,  committees  and  appointed  officers  for  their  serv- 
ices.

The  Trustees  of  Granby  Public  Library  respectfully 
submit  the  sixty-sixth  annual  report. 

There  were  247  books  added :  239  by  purchase  and  8 
gifts.  With  the  increase  in  the  number  of  children  in 
Granby  Grade  School  many  more  juvenile  books  are 
needed;  juvenile  circulation  exceeding  adult  circulation 
by  nearly  a  thousand. 


Circulation  was  lower  than  usual  because  the  library 
was  closed  for  almost  two  months  while  the  main  library 
was  redecorated  and  the  floor  refinished.  By  using  ac- 
cumulated interest  it  was  possible  to  add  new  book  stacks 
in  both  departments. 

Members  of  Granby  Grange  under  the  leadership  of 
the  Home  and  Community  Service  Committee  rendered 
valuable  assistance  by  moving  books  before  and  after 
painting  of  the  shelves. 

Library  hours  are :  Adult  department,  Tuesday,  6 :45 
to  9  and  Friday  2 :45  to  4.30  and  7  to  9.  Children's  room 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  12:45  to  2:45  (when  school  is 
in  session)  and  Friday  12:45  to  2:45  the  entire  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMUNITY  AND  SCHOOL 
NURSE  OF  GRANBY 


I  started  serving  as  your  Community  Nurse  the 
first  of  September,  replacing  Mrs.  Doris  Bergeroh. 
Everyone  has  been  most  kind  in  helping  me  get  acquaint- 
ed in  the  new  routine. 

This  past  year  as  in  the  previous  years  there  have 
been  very  few  calls  and  we  feel  that  this  is  due  in  part 
to  the  fact  that  a  great  many  residents  are  not  aware 
that  there  is  a  visiting  nurse  service  available.  The 
number  of  calls  for  the  year  are  as  follows : 


The  school  children  have  had  generally  good  health. 
During  the  month  of  December  there  were  several  cases 
of  chickenpox  and  virus  infections  but  except  for  these 
the  children  have  been  remarkably  free  of  communicable 
diseases. 

During  the  year  1,205  children  were  treated  for  var- 
ious injuries  or  other  complaints  and  150  children  were 
taken  home.  A  child  is  taken  home  by  either  his  par- 
ents or  by  me  whenever  he  has  an  elevated  temperature 
or  whenever  it  is  apparent  that  he  will  not  be  feeling 
well  enough  to  attend  classes  for  the  rest  of  that  day, 
and  of  course  whenever  I  suspect  a  communicable  dis- 
ease.

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Dr.  Whitcomb  has  completed  the  physicals  for  this 
school  year  and  in  February  or  March  he  will  hold  the 
annual  triple  toxoid  clinics.  The  hearing  and  vision 
tests  will  be  done  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

The  first  dose  of  Salk  vaccine  was  administered  in 
June  to  89  children,  and  we  must  wait  for  approval  by 
the  state  authorities  before  making  plans  to  continue 
with  it. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  in  the  future  the  townspeople 
will  make  greater  use  of  their  visiting  nurse  service.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRANBY  COMMUNITY 
NURSING  ASSOCIATION 


Again  the  Granby  Community  Nursing  Association 
is  pleased  to  report  that  the  Community  Nursing  load 
has  been  light  for  the  past  year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  is  the  result  of  the  robust  health  of  our  citizens  and 
that  it  is  not  due  to  the  fact  that  too  few  of  our  people 
realize  the  services  that  are  available  to  them  at  such 
moderate  cost.  Needless  to  say,  however,  the  Commu- 
nity Nurse,  who  also  doubles  as  School  Nurse,  certainly 
was  not  idle.  With  the  increased  school  enrollment,  the 
School  Nurse's  work  is  getting  to  be  a  time  consuming 
job. 

Again  this  year,  our  organization  was  able  to  be  of 
service  to  the  Town  when  the  Board  of  Health  advised 
us  of  the  Salk  Vaccine  Program  which  is  being  made 
available  to  all  communities  requesting  it.  At  the  re- 
quest of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Association  activated 
the  Salk  Program  for  our  Community.  After  the  many 
delays  which  we  all  remember,  the  vaccine  was  finally 
administered  on  June  2nd  to  89  first  and  second  grade 
pupils  out  of  approximately  160  eligible  children.  We 
are  extremely  fortunate  in  not  having  had  one  single 
case  of  polio  after  the  administration  of  the  shots.  If 
and  when  the  second  shot  is  given,  the  association  will 
again  do  its  utmost  to  assist  in  the  administration  of  it. 

•  Due  to  death  and  resignation  of  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  three  new  members,  Mrs.  John  Mon- 
ty, Mr.  John  Moran  and  Mr.  Robert  C.  Vautrain,  were 
named  to  the  Board. 
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August  presented  us  with  a  problem  in  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mrs.  Bergeron  as  Community  Nurse.  However, 
after  checking  the  available  nurses  in  Town  and  the  sur- 
rounding communities,  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining 
the  services  of  Mrs.  Ida  Vanderpoel. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  their  fine  spirit 
of  cooperation  during  the  past  year.  The  Board  of  Di- 
rectors as  a  group  also  wish  to  extend  their  thanks  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Committee,  and  the  Fi- 
nance Board  for  their  help  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Granby : 

The  Planning  Board  organized  for  the  year  1955 
with  John  Maker  as  chairman  and  Raymond  Dickinson 
as  clerk. 

During  the  year  two  applications  for  sub-divisions 
were  presented  to  the  Board. 

The  plan  presented  by  Edmund  Bourbonnais  for  a 
sub-division  off  Amherst  Road  consisting  of  twelve  lots 
and  approximately  eight  hundred  feet  of  road  was  ap- 
proved after  a  public  hearing  April  27,  1955. 

The  plan  presented  by  Fred  Karl  for  a  sub-division 
off  High  Street  near  Route  202  consisting  of  eighteen 
lots  and  approximately  seventeen  hundred  feet  of  road  is 
still  in  the  preliminary  stage. 

The  procedure  for  gaining  approval  for  a  sub-divis- 
ion requires  a  considerable  amount  of  time.  It  is  there- 
fore suggested  that  any  one  planning  to  establish  a  sub- 
division meet  with  the  board  as  early  in  the  planning 
stage  as  possible. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Planning  Board 
is  held  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  at  8 :00  P.M.  at 
Kellogg  Hall.  When  Monday  is  a  holiday  the  Board 
meets  the  following  night.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


In  the  Town  Meeting  of  February,  1955,  the  School 
Needs  Investigating  Committee  was  formed.  The  Com- 
mitee  went  into  the  problem  of  school  requirements  for 
Granby,  and  consulted  with  Mr.  John  Marshall,  Adminis- 
trator of  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance 
Commission.  At  a  town  meeting  on  June  10,  1955  the 
Committee  presented  recommendations  which  included 
the  erection  of  eight  classrooms,  an  Activities  Room  and 
Cafeteria.  The  Town  approved  these  recommendations 
and  voted  to  continue  the  Committee  as  a  permanent 
School  Building  Committee.  Funds  were  appropriated 
to  obtain  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
proposed  addition. 

After  considering  a  number  of  architects,  the  Com- 
mittee selected  the  firm  of  Alderman  and  MacNeish  to 
draw  these  plans  and  specifications.  When  complete 
these  were  taken  to  Boston  where  they  were  approved 
by  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  Com- 
mission with  minor  changes.  At  a  meeting  on  Novem- 
ber 18,  1955  the  Town  voted  to  appropriate  and  borrow 
the  money  to  meet  the  estimated  cost  of  $375,000.  Fi- 
nancing approval  has  been  obtained  from  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board.  Final  plans,  and  specifications  will  go 
out  to  bidders  about  February  1,  1956.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  classrooms  will  be  complete  by  September  of  this 
year,  and  the  other  rooms  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible. 

The  School  Building  Committee  wishes  to  express 
their  appreciation  to  the  School  Committee,  Supt.  Miller, 
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and  Mr.  Kemp,  Principal  of  the  Granby  School,  for  their 
kind  assistance  and  advice.

In  December  the  joint  committee  made  a  trip  to 
Boston  to  confer  with  Simeon  J.  Domas,  specialist  in 
school  district  organization.  Additional  information  on 
the  procedure  for  drawing  up  an  agreement  was  obtained. 

It  is  our  sincere  desire  that  we  can  come  up  with  ex- 
planations and  recommendations  for  our  present  and  fu- 
ture needs  at  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  level;  and 
also  an  agreement  for  a  regional  Junior-Senior  High 
School  before  the  end  of  this  year.

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  calls  and 
the  loss  by  fire  during  1955.  Many  of  the  grass  and 
brush  fires  which  are  costly  to  the  town  are  started  by 
the  careless  burning  of  rubbish  in  barrels  without  a 
screen  on  top  and  when  it  is  too  windy.    When  a  metal 
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barrel  is  used  to  burn  in,  the  dry  grass  should  be  re- 
moved for  a  distance  of  20  ft.  around  it  and  a  quarter 
inch  mess  screen  placed  over  the  top  of  the  barrel. 

Permits  must  be  obtained  at  all  times  for  open  air 

fires.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  year  1955,  it  was  decided  to  proceed  with 
plans  for  Air  Raid  Warning  by  means  of  sirens  and  ap- 
plication was  made  for  "Matching  Funds"  to  the  Federal 
Government.  Additional  short  wave  communications 
are  needed  for  emergencies,  both  to  Sector  Headquarters 
of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency  and  for  use 
within  the  Town  of  Granby.  Application  has  been  made 
to  the  Federal  Government  for  "Matching  Funds"  for 
these  installations. 

During  the  "flash  flood"  situation  of  last  August,  it 
became  evident  that  closer  coordination  was  necessary 
between  the  Civil  Defense  Department  and  the  other 
departments  of  the  Town.  To  effect  this,  the  Control  Cen- 
ter is  being  established  at  Kellogg  Hall,  with  a  special 
telephone  and  filing  facilities. 

With  continued  pressure  from  the  Air  Defense  Com- 
mand for  keeping  active  the  Ground  Observer  Corps  and 
because  of  poor  facilities  available  in  the  three  year  old 
building,  a  new  observaiton  post  was  erected  of  cinder 
block  with  excellent  visibility.  It  is  very  disappointing 
that  more  citizens  will  not  cooperate  by  standng  watch, 
at  least  for  three  hours  a  month.  However,  considerable 
assistance  has  been  supplied  by  citizens  of  South  Had- 
ley  Falls  and  South  Hadley  Center.

Gentlemen: 

This  office  is  pleased  to  report  for  1955  on  all  cate- 
gories of  the  Public  Welfare  program  in  Granby  and  the 
cost  of  Granby  for  administering  the  same.  During  the 
year  26  cases  were  handled,  116  visits  and  reinvestiga- 
tions made  on  the  same,  for  which  the  total  expenditure 
in  grants  was  $15,878.63,  and  the  cost  to  Granby  for  its 
share  of  the  operating  cost  of  the  Belchertown-Granby 
Welfare  District  was  $702.78  or  4.4%  of  the  total  ex- 
penditure in  grants. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Town  of  Granby  held 
five  liens  against  the  property  of  Old  Age  Assistance  re- 
cipients. A  collection  of  $1,693.65  was  made  on  two 
liens  during  the  year,  which  has  yet  to  be  apportioned.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REGULATIONS 

Children  who  became  five  years  of  age,  on  or  before 
March  first,  may  enter  the  first  grade  the  following  Sep- 
tember. 

A  child  entering  school  for  the  first  time  is  required 
to  present  to  the  teacher  a  birth  certificate  and  a  vac- 
cination, or  exemption  of  vaccination  certificate. 

As  far  as  possible,  when  a  student  is  taken  ill  in 
school,  the  parents  are  to  be  called,  requesting  they  come 
for  the  student. 


On  days  when  schools  are  dismissed  for  storm  or 
rainy  weather,  announcement  will  be  given  over  the  lo- 
cal radio  stations,  WHYN,  WREB  and  WACE.  Please 
do  not  phone  school  officials,  teachers  and  the  radio  sta- 
tions.   Listen  to  the  announcement  on  the  radio. 

Parents  should  use  their  own  judgment,  if  the 
weather  is  prohibitive,  at  the  time  of  departure  for 
school. 


NO  SCHOOL  SIGNAL 
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MASSACHUSETTS  STATUTES 

Chapter  76,  Section  2 

Duties  of  Parents,  etc.,  as  to  school  attendance.  Penalty : 

Every  person  in  control  of  a  child  shall  cause  him 
to  attend  school  as  required,  and  if  he  fails  to  do  so  for 
seven  day  sessions  or  fourteen  half-day  sessions  within 
any  period  of  six  months,  he  shall  on  complaint  of  a  su- 
pervisor of  attendance,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  twenty  dollars :  No  physical  or  mental  condi- 
tion capable  of  correction,  or  rendering  the  child  a  fit 
subject  for  special  instruction  at  public  charge  in  institu- 
tions other  than  public  schools,  shall  avail  as  a  defense 
unless  it  appears  that  the  defendant  has  employed  all 
reasonable  measures  for  the  correction  and  suitable  in- 
struction of  the  child. 

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Granby : 

We  herewith  submit  our  Annual  Report  as  follows : 

Our  School  enrollment  continues  to  show  an  increase 
each  year.  As  of  October  1,  1955  our  enrollment  was 
18.6%  higher  than  October  1,  1954  which  was  4.6% 
higher  than  we  had  anticipated.  Our  enrollment  estim- 
ate for  October  1,  1956  based  on  figures  which  we  have 
at  present  shows  approximately  an  increase  of  11%  over 
that  of  October  1,  1955. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Report,  due  to  our  overcrowd- 
ed conditions,  we  have  had  to  use  our  auditorium  as  a 
class  room.  However  the  voters,  at  a  Sepcial  Town 
Meeting  held  in  November,  1955,  have  made  provisions 
for  an  addition  to  our  present  facilities;  consisting  of 
eight  class  rooms,  an  activity  room  and  a  cafeteria.  The 
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Special  School  Building  Committee  has  assured  your 
School  Committee  that  this  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
in  September,  1956,  thus  eliminating  the  possibility  of 
double  sessions. 

We  have  found  it  necessary  during  the  past  year  to 
again  make  changes  in  our  bus  routes.  These  changes 
have  been  done  in  accordance  with  our  School  Transpor- 
tation contract.  It  is  very  possible  that  an  extra  bus 
will  be  necessary  in  September,  1956. 

It  became  necessary  during  the  past  summer  to  pro- 
vide a  fireproof  addition  for  our  power  mowing  ma- 
chine. This  was  demanded  by  the  Fire  Insurance  Un- 
derwriters. We  have  made  extensive  electrical  repairs, 
replaced  the  front  door  frames,  redecorated  the  audito- 
rium, made  roof  repairs,  caulked  and  painted  all  win- 
dows and  doors  and  repaired  the  large  blinds  on  our 
original  building. 

The  School  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  Parent- 
Teacher  Association,  the  Granby  Lions  Club  and  the  PM 
Division  of  the  Granby  Woman's  Club  for  their  gifts, 
consisting  of  baseball  and  basketball  uniforms,  a  tape 
recorder  machine  and  swings  for  the  use  of  our  students. 
Your  School  Committee  has  purchased  an  audiometer,  a 
visual  screening  instrument  to  discover  possible  visual 
defects  and  a  new  duplicator. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  six  resignations 
in  our  teaching  personnel  and  these  vacancies  have  been 
replaced  with  capable  teachers.  We  have  again  found  it 
necessary  to  revise  our  salary  schedule  hoping  to  elimin- 
ate the  turnover  of  our  personnel  and  also  to  bring  the 
salaries  in  line  with  other  cities  and  towns. 

The  budget  for  the  year  1956  is  10.82%  higher  than 
that  of  1955.    The  increase,  however,  percentagewise  is 
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7.72%  lower  than  that  of  1955.  The  increase  is  due 
largely  to  the  increase  in  instruction,  tuition  and  trans- 
portation. 

Our  Committee  wants  to  thank  Mr.  Miller,  our  Su- 
perintendent, and  Mr.  Kemp,  our  Principal,  for  their  co- 
operation in  handling  the  extra  work  necessary  due  to  an 
enlarged  enrollment.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Granby : 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  our  schools. 

Granby,  like  many  other  communities  was  handi- 
capped by  lack  of  sufficient  space  during  the  past  year. 
However,  due  to  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  school  per- 
sonnel, we  have  maintained  a  high  level  of  efficiency  in 
our  educational  program.  Everyone,  teachers,  and  stu- 
dents worked  together  to  meet  and  overcome  the  crowd- 
ed conditions  and  carry  forward  a  good  and  sound  teach- 
ing and  learning  atmosphere. 

The  School  Committee  has  shown  a  sympathetic  un- 
derstanding of  our  administrative  problems.  It  has 
provided  us  with  additional  teaching  materials,  a  new  du- 
plicator, a  vision  testing  machine  and  audiometer. 

Many  community  organizations  have  continued  their 
interest  in  our  children  and  school  program  by  contribut- 
ing items,  such  as  playground  material,  athletic  uniforms 
and  a  recording  machine.  We  are  reminded  of  the 
theme  for  American  Education  Week:  "Schools — Your 
Investment  in  America."  The  School  Committee  and  cit- 
izens of  Granby  have  invested  in  (1)  Character  Build- 
ing; (2)  In  Teachers;  (3)  in  classrooms;  (4)  in  Funda- 
mental Learning;  (5)  in  Better  Living;  (6)  in  a  Strong 
Nation.    All  are  to  be  commended. 

How  well  we  have  touched  upon  the  above  goals, 
may  be  learned  somewhat  from  the  Principal  James 
Kemp's  description  of  programs,  events  and  activities  of 
the  past  year: 

"Providing  an  adequate  reading  program  in  the  ex- 
tremely important  and  formative  primary  grades,  where 
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our  largest  enrollments  are  found,  is  a  major  problem 
again  this  year.  This  difficulty  has  been  remedied  by 
having  Miss  O'Niell  in  charge  of  the  reading  program 
for  approximately  twelve  children  in  each  first  and  sec- 
ond grade  class.  These  children  meet  with  Miss  O'Niell 
twice  a  day  for  this  purpose. 

"The  improvement  of  penmanship  in  all  grades  has 
been  one  of  the  teachers'  objectives  this  year.  The 
Palmer  penmanship  system  is  currently  being  taught  in 
the  school. 

"Several  educational  field  trips  were  enjoyed  by 
Gran  by  school  students  this  year.    Among  these  were : 

The  annual  historical  tour  to  Boston  by  the  Grade  8 
graduating  class  in  June.  (Sponsored  by  the  American 
Legion.) 

Tours  of  the  Springfield  Fine  Arts,  Natural  History 
and  Historical  Museums  by  Grade  8  in  October. 

A  day  at  Old  Deerfield  and  its  museums  by  the 
Grade  7  classes  in  October. 

Inspection  of  the  Holyoke  Water  Power  plant  and 
two  Holyoke  industrial  plants  using  this  power,  by  the 
Grade  5  classes  in  November. 

Tour  of  Holyoke  Savings  Bank  by  Grade  8  in  No- 
vember. 

"The  Debating  Club,  composed  of  Grade  7  and  8  stu- 
dents under  Mr.  Mclnerney's  direction,  won  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  debating  trophy  in  competition  with  the 
Grade  7  and  8  students  in  the  South  Hadley  Schools, 
during  the  1955  spring  term. 
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"A  School  Newspaper  and  a  Dramatics  Club  have 
been  organized  by  Mr.  Dudley.  A  fall  edition  of  the 
paper  and  two  plays  have  been  produced  thus  far  by 
these  organizations. 

"The  School  Football  Team  won  the  championship 
in  the  South  Hadley-Granby  1955  league  competition. 

" About  88%  of  Granby  School  children  are  current- 
ly depositors  with  the  School  savings  program  of  the 
Holyoke  Savings  Bank,  and  had  net  deposits  of  $9,260.55 
in  mid-December  1955. 

"The  Student  Accident  Insurance  policies  were 
made  available  in  the  school  again  at  $1.25  per  child. 
Approximately  75%  of  the  school  enrolled  in  this  pro- 
gram. 

"On  the  average,  70%  of  the  school  children  take 
school  milk.  Because  of  our  association  with  the  Na- 
tional School  Lunch  Program,  we  are  able  to  offer  milk 
at  12  cents  per  5-day  week  this  year/'

PRACTICAL  ARTS 

During  the  fall  we  initiated  a  Rug  Hooking  Class  for 
the  afternoon  and  evenings  of  Thursday  of  each  week. 

We  received  $360.00  from  the  George  Barden  Fed- 
eral Fund,  through  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
for  the  salary  of  the  instructor. 

We  were  fortunate  to  secure  Mrs.  Arlene  Robbins 
of  West  Springfield  as  teacher.  She  reported  a  registra- 
tion of  16  in  the  afternoon  and  14  in  the  evening.  The 
full  course  is  twenty  lessons. 

There  is  $200.00  included  in  the  1956  Budget  to  cov- 
er the  cost  of  continuing  this  program  another  year.

The  amount  of  money  needed  to  operate  our  schools 
for  1956  is  $121,489.00.  This  is  an  increase  of  $12,771.

PUBLIC  LAW  874 

In  the  year  1955,  the  Town  received  $3,368.26  from 
the  Federal  Government  under  the  provisions  of  Public 
Law  874.  This  amount  is  reimbursement  to  the  Town 
for  the  education  in  the  Granby  schools  of  children  whose 
parents  are  employed  on  Federal  Installations  in  Massa- 
chusetts, within  reasonable  communting  distance,  such  as 
Westover  Field,  Springfield  Armory,  et  cetera. 
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Chapter  621,  Section  2,  State  Law,  approved  July  2, 
1953  reads  as  follows : 

"Any  amounts  received  from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment by  the  School  Committee  of  a  city  or  town,  pursu- 
ant of  the  provisions  of  said  Public  Law  874,  shall  be  de- 
posited with  the  Treasurer  of  such  city  or  town  and  held 
as  a  separate  account,  and  expended  by  said  School  Com- 
mittee without  further  appropriation,  notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  Section  fifty-three  of  Chapter  forty- 
four  of  the  General  Laws." 

(School  Committee  Federal  Assets) 

The  balance  on  hand  December  31,  1955,  in  this  ac- 
count totals  $6,322.85. 

CONCLUSION 

I  am  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  School  Committee 
for  their  efforts  and  keen  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
children  of  Granby  and  understanding  of  the  many  ad- 
ministrative problems  involved. 

The  reference  at  the  beginning  of  this  report  bears 
repeating.  The  fine  cooperation  and  conscientious  ef- 
fort of  all  our  school  personnel  is  most  deeply  appreciat- 
ed.

Article  6.Voted  that  the  Town  cooperate  with  the 
State  and  County  of  Chapter  90,  Construction  of  Morgan 
Street  Bridge. 

Article  7.  Voted  that  the  Dog  Taxes  refunded  by 
the  County  Treasurer  be  transferred  to  the  Public  Li- 
brary. 

Article  8.  Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Li- 
brary Trustees  to  appoint  one  of  their  members  as  Li- 
brarian. 

Article  9.  Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Cem- 
etery Commissioners  to  work  in  the  Cemetery  at  the  pre- 
vailing wage  rate. 

Article  10.  Voted  that  the  Town  observe  Memorial 
Day  and  that  the  Granby  Post  American  Legion  have 
charge  of  same. 

Article  11.  Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  sell  after  first  giving  notice  to  time  and  place 
of  sale  by  posting  such  notices  of  sale  in  some  conven- 
ient and  public  place  in  Town  14  days  at  least  before 
the  sale  property  taken  by  the  Town  under  Tax  Title 
Procedure  provided  that  the  Selectmen  or  whomsoever 
they  may  authorize  to  hold  such  public  auction,  may  re- 
ject any  bid  they  deem  inadequate. 
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Article  12.  Voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  follow- 
ing gifts  given  in  1954  for  the  Perpetual  Care  of  Ceme- 
tery Lots : 


Article  13.  Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to 
borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1955 
and  a  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefore,  payable  within  one 
year  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for 
a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in  accordance  with  Section 
17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Article  14.  Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  and

As  you  all  know  Granby  is  a  growing  community.

It  is  no  longer  possible  for  most  of  us  to  know  the  names 
of  the  people  who  live  in  each  house  in  town.

We  have  tried  numbering  the  houses  on  a  street  by 
using  a  measuring  wheel  and  feel  that  with  this  method 
it  is  possible  to  number  the  houses  in  town  at  a  reason- 
able cost.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOOL  NEEDS, 
GRANBY,  MASS. 

The  investigating  committee  to  study  the  need  for 
additional  elementary  school  facilities  in  Granby  submits 
the  following  report: 

This  report  covers,  primarily,  the  first  eight  grades 
in  the  Granby  School  up  to  September,  1959.  At  this 
time  there  is  a  possibility  of  Granby  combining  with  an 
adjoining  town  to  build  a  Junior-Senior  Regional  School. 
The  financial  aid  to  our  town  for  this  type  of  building  is 
as  follows :  provided  the  plans  are  State  approved,  State 
aid  would  amount  to  50%  for  an  elementary  school,  and 
65%,  plus  transportation  in  the  case  of  a  regional  school. 

In  order  to  project  the  probable  school  needs  for 
Granby,  information  was  obtained  from  the  school  board 
and  town  census  showing  the  actual  enrollment  from 
1950  to  1955  and  the  births  in  town  which  would  affect 
the  school  population  through  1959.  The  probable 
growth  of  the  town  through  the  influx  of  new  residents 
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was  also  considered.  No  projection  was  made  to  cover 
the  high  school  group  for  this  period.  This  September 
our  enrollment  for  the  eight  elementary  grades  will  be 
about  487.  In  September  of  1959  this  enrollment  will 
be  about  794.  Because  of  the  probability  of  Granby 
joining  with  an  adjoining  town  to  build  a  Junior-Senior 
Regional  School  by  1959,  which  would  take  care  of 
grades  seven  through  twelve,  the  enrollment  for  the  first 
six  grades  in  1959  is  also  pertinent.  This  should  be 
about  658.  Educational  authorities  agree  the  ideal  is  25 
students  per  room  and  over  35  is  an  impracticable  num- 
ber. With  25  students  per  room,  a  school  of  twenty 
classrooms  would  accommodate  500  students.  As  stated 
above  our  enrollment  in  September,  1955,  will  be  487. 
In  1959  the  probable  enrollment  of  658  in  the  first  six 
grades  will  require  placing  an  average  of  33  students  in 
a  room.  Our  present  situation  is  as  f ollows :  in  the 
school  year  starting  September  1954  there  were  12  reg- 
ular classrooms  in  use,  two  temporary  basement  class- 
rooms, and  one  special  class  in  the  hall. 

The  following  are  facilities,  other  than  classrooms 
which  are  more  or  less  standard  in  schools  built  recently 
by  surrounding  communities,  but  which  are  limited  or 
unavailable  in  our  present  school.  Consideration  should 
be  given  to  including  these  facilities  in  any  proposed  ad- 
dition to  our  school  plant. 

(a)  Equipment  and  space  for  a  program  to  pro- 
vide hot  lunches  for  the  children.  Ninety-five  per  cent 
of  the  school  enrollment  eat  in  the  school.  Investigation 
shows  that  this  operation  is  self-supporting  once  the 
equipment  is  available.  Well-balanced  meals  can  be 
served  for  25$  per  child  per  day. 

(b)  Adequate  and  suitable  space  and  equipment 
for  outdoor  recreation.    Our  present  school  grounds  are 
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unusable  for  the  large  part  of  the  school  year.  Equip- 
ment has  been  donated  but  is  still  unsufficient  for  the 
children's  needs. 

(c)  A  room  for  organized  physical  activity  in- 
doors. The  auditorium  is  unsuitable  for  this  use  because 
of  the  noise  factor  in  adjoining  classrooms. 

In  order  to  fulfill  above  requirements  we  recommend 
an  addition  to  the  present  school  consisting  of  eight 
classrooms,  850  square  feet  each,  and  a  cafeteria  room, 
the  area  of  this  to  be  approximately  2400  square  feet, 
and  an  activities  room  of  2400  square  feet. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  have  the  present  School  Inves- 
tigating Committee  continue  as  a  Permanent  School 
Building  Committee  with  the  following  members  serv- 
ing: Romeo  Grenier,  Walter  Trompke,  George  Apgar,

ton Ingram. 

Article  3.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $4,000 
from  Available  Funds  in  the  Treasury  for  the  use  of  the 
School  Building  Committee  to  bring  in  preliminary  plans 
and  estimates  and  report  on  same  on  or  before  the  An- 
naul  Town  Meeting. 

Article  4.  Voted  to  hear  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee appointed  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  construct- 
ing a  town  vault.  This  report  was  given  by  Harold  B. 
Taylor. 

Aricle  5.  Voted  to  change  the  name  of  High  Street 
to  Cold  Hill. 
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Article  6.  Voted  to  transfer  from  Available  Funds 
in  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  $100  to  be  known  as  Board 
of  Health  Account.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $3,400.00  to  pur- 
chase and  equip  an  automobile  to  be  used  as  a  police 
cruiser,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
from  Available  Funds  in  the  Treasury  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a  telephone 
system  for  the  purpose  of  telephoning  firemen,  or  take 
any  action  thereon. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise, 
appropriate  or  transfer  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  en- 
suing year,  to  carry  out  any  vote  passed  under  this  war- 
rant. 

And  you  are  hereby  directed  to  serve  this  warrant 
by  posting  attested  copies  thereof  at  five  or  more  public 
places  as  of  the  By-Laws,  before  the  time  of  said  meet- 
ing. 
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Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  war- 
rant with  your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting  as  aforesaid.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Granby  for  the  period 
from  July  23,  1953,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination, 
to  May  9,  1955,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon : 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several 
departments  collecting  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
or  sending  out  bills  for  collection  were  examined,  checked, 
and  verified.

Ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  and  a  balance  sheet, 
which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  May  9,  1955.  \:s 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  cash  book  additions  were 
verified,  and  the,  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with 
the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  recorded  pay- 
ments were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  au- 
thorizing the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The  cash 
balance  on  May  9,  1955  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Fed- 
eral taxes  and  the  county  retirement  system  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  deductions  were  listed,  the  pay- 
ments to  the  proper  agencies  were  verified,  and  the  bal- 
ances in  the  general  treasury  on  May  9,  1955  were 
proved. 
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The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by 
the  town  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  books  of 
the  tax  collector  and  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the 
custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed. 
The  income  and  expenditures  were  verified  and  the  bal- 
ances were  proved. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  in- 
terest were  proved  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  fall- 
ing due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file.  The 
balance  in  the  bond  and  coupon  account  as  shown  by  a 
statement  received  from  the  depository  was  reconciled 
with  the  outstanding  coupons. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  accounts  outstanding 
at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all 
subsequent  commitment  lists  of  taxes  and  motor  vehicle 
and  trailer  excises,  were  audited  and  checked  with  the 
assessors'  warrants  committing  them  for  collection.  The 
recorded  collections  were  checked  in  detail  with  the  com- 
mitment books,  and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer 
and  the  treasurer  of  the  South  Hadley  Fire  District  No. 
2  were  verified.  The  abatements  were  checked  with  the 
assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  the  taxes  trans- 
ferred to  the  tax  title  account  were  verified,  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  proved,  and  the  cash 
on  hand  May  9,  1955  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts 
was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  all  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the 
replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  substantially  correct.

The  appropriations  were  listed  from  the  town  clerk's 
record  of  town  meetings  and  were  compared  with  the 
aggregate  appropriations  raised  by  the  assessors  in  the 
computation  of  the  1954  tax  rate. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  for 
dog  and  sporting  licenses  and  for  gasoline  and  dynamite 
permits  were  checked  with  the  records  of  licenses  and 
permits  issued.  The  payments  to  the  Division  of  Fish- 
eries and  Game  and  to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified, 
and  the  cash  balance  on  May  9,  1955  was  proved  by  ac- 
tual count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  recorded  receipts  for  licenses  and  permits  is- 
sued by  the  board  of  selectmen  were  checked  with  the 
records  of  licenses  and  permits  granted,  and  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  receipts  for  revolver  permits  issued  by  the  chief 
of  police  were  checked  with  the  records  of  permits  grant- 
ed, and  the  cash  on  hand  on  May  9,  1955  was  proved  by 
actual  count. 

The  recorded  receipts  from  court  and  jail  fines  were 
checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures  were  examined,  the  receipts  being  checked 
with  the  record  of  work  done,  the  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer being  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  May  9,  1955 
being  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  the  visiting  nurse  for  fees  collected 
were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified. 
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The  receipts  for  the  use  of  town-owned  highway 
equipment  were  compared  with  the  records  of  the  high- 
way department.  The  recorded  collections  were  checked 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  accounts  receivable  of  the  public  wel- 
fare, bureau  of  old  age  assistance,  veterans'  services,  and 
cemetery  departments  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
charges  and  recorded  collections  were  proved,  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  outstand- 
ing accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  recorded  receipts  of  the  school  department  for 
the  sale  of  milk  and  Federal  and  State  reimbursements 
were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified. 

The  financial  records  of  the  librarian  were  exam- 
ined. The  receipts  for  fines  were  checked,  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  on 
May  9,  1955  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  records  of  the  almoners  relative  to  the  Whiting 
Street  Charity  Fund  income  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  income  was  proved  with  the  withdrawals  from  the 
fund,  the  disbursements  were  compared  with  the  can- 
celled checks,  and  the  cash  balance  on  May  9,  1955  was 
reconciled  with  a  statement  received  from  the  depository. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  re- 
quired to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended 
to  this  report  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treas- 
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urer's  and  tax  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and 
departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the 
condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment 
funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was 
received  from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of 
my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appre- 
ciation.
